New Zealanders Thank Citizens 
For Kindness To Airmen 


A certificate of thanks, from the 
people of New Zealand to the citi¬ 
zens of Vulcan, has been received 
by Mayor W. D. Allan from the 
Ottawa office of the High Com¬ 
missioner for the Dominion of 
New Zealand. 

The accompanying letter from 
the High Commissioner states that 
the Government and people of New 
Zealand wish to record their gra¬ 
titude and extend thanks to the 
many people who, during the years 
of the war, rendered service to 
the war effort by affording friend¬ 
ship and hospitality to those of 
the eight thousand New Zealand 
airmen who received their "train¬ 
ing here under the British Com¬ 
monwealth Air Training Plan. 

The certificate is headed by the 
coat of arms of the Dominion of 
New Zealand and reads: “I wish 
to mark by this personal message 
to voluntary helpers in clubs and 
hostels, the appreciation of the 
service you have rendered to New 
Zealand during the war years 
1939-1946. 

The people of New Zealand know 
that in your work for the comfort 
and welfare of our men and women 
overseas you have sacrificed much 
of your own comfort and leisure. 

Many of you have extended 
generous hospitality and by your 
friendly welcome have cheered 
those ‘ who were strangers in 
countries far from their homes. 

By your help and sympathy 
you have not only earned the 
gratitude of those you served but 
also that of their families and 
friends in New Zealand. Your 
readiness to help has greatly 
assisted New Zealand in her war 
effort.

Little more than 200,000,000 
ishels of wheat, including wheat 
id wJieat flour, will be available 
c export from Canada during the 
irrent crop year the Dominion 
ureau of Statistics estimates. 

With 160,000,000 of this amount 
irmarked for the United King- 
mi under the Anglo-Canadian 
heat contract, only “Token” 
nounts represent ng the remain- 
ig 40.000,000 bushels will be left 
ir shipment to other countries. 
The only bright spot in the world 
heat picture is. the all-time rec- 
nd crop being harvested in the 
nited States this year. At Aug. 1. 
le total production was estimated 
t 1,427,700.000 bushels, 272,000- 
W bushels above last year’s pie»- 
ius record crop of 1,156,700,000 
ushels.. 


A.F.A. Asks For 
Export of Cattle 

The Alberta Federation of Ag¬ 
riculture, viewing the conse¬ 
quences of the packing house 
strike, and the holding of live¬ 
stock on the farms as a result, 
has urged Ottawa to arrange im¬ 
mediately for export of cattle, 
sheep, hogs and sows to United 
States. Otherwise the producer 
is going to suffer heavy loss In 
animals ready for market. 

The A.F.A. last week asked the 
Dominion government to take 
over operation of all strike-bound 
plants as an emergency measure, 
in view of the heavy lasses to 
producers likely to result. 

Another suggestion was • ap¬ 
pointment of a.Royal Commis¬ 
sion to inquire into the causes 
of the strike. It is considered 
that reopening of plants under 
government auspices, if neces¬ 
sary, is the only means of avert¬ 
ing serious losses.

Gives Advice 
To Young Athletes 

Gordon 'Higginson, former chief 
supervisor of recreation for the 
city of Edmonton, addressed the 
directors of the Cultural and Ath¬ 
letic Association and many of the 
young athletes of the fbwn at a 
meeting in the town office last 
Saturday evening.

Pioneer Resident 
Of Lomond Dies 


GEORGE WILIAM WITTING 

A former oldtime resident of the 
Lomond district, George William 
.Witting of Vulcan passed away on 
Sunday, Sept. 21, at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. H. B. Ulrich. 
He was 81 years of age and had 
been in declining health for the 
past few years. 

Born at Sparta, Wisconsin, Mr. 
Witting married Louise Steiger in 
1886.?In 1890 they moved to North 
Dakota, coming to Alberta in 1908 
and settling in the Lomond district. 

Mr. .Witting had been a marshall 
in North Dakota and took a very 
keen interest in all public affairs. 
He had made his home in Vulcan 
for the past ten years, usually 
spending the winters at Victoria, 
and for the past five months, dur¬ 
ing his illness, had made his home 
with Mr. and Mrs. Ulrich. 

Besides his daughter, he is sur¬ 
vived by three sons: Harry, of 
Nanton; Roy, of Lomond; and 
Elmer, of Yahk, B.C. There are 
fourteen grand-children and nine¬ 
teen greatgrandchildren. His elder 
brother, Charles Witting, still 
survives, and at the age of 92 is 
still in good health. 

Services were held from the Vul¬ 
can United Church on Tuesday, 
Sept. 23, at 1.30 p.m., with Rev. 
O. H. Rollis officiating. Snodgrass 
Funeral Home was in charge of

Variable Weather 
Delays Harvest 

A total of 15A inches of snow 
fell last week, according to records 
kept by Mr. Errett King. Starting 
Wednesday morning, the snow 
came down steadily for two days 
and standing grain, was flattened 
to the ground. 

The weather since then has been 
vef-y erratic, clearing on Saturday, 
clouding up again on Sunday, 
clearing again with blue skies and 
high temperatures on Monday, and 
again becoming cloudy Tuesday 
noon, with a light drizzle of rain 
falling Tuesday afternoon. 

With harvesting only two-thirds 
completed, there is much wheat 
still laying in the swath and the 
flax harvest has not yet started. 
Farmers fear there will be the loss 
of one or two grades on wheat still 
unthreshed due to bleaching, and 
continued wet weather may cause 
some sprouting to occur. 

When field work is resumed 
about two weeks of good weather 
will be required to get the re¬ 
maining harvesting done. 


Movement To 
Reorganize 
Board of Trade 


At a meeting last week attended 
by a group of local business men 
anil farmers, it was unanimously 
decided to make every effort to 
re'-organize the Vulcan Board of 
Trade. 

It was the feeling of the meet¬ 
ing that there is a distinct need 
for such an organization in Vulcan 
and plans were made to enlist the 
support of all businessmen and 
farmers who are interested in the 
progress of this community. 

It is expected that a general re¬ 
organization meeting will be held 
in the near future, when officers 
will be elected and committees ap¬ 
pointed. It is hoped at this time 
to have a speaker from Calgary 
who will outline the work of a 
board of trade.

Manchuria Similar To Alberta 
From Agricultural Viewpoint 


Soya Beans May Be Suitable 

Alberta Crop, Says 

Calgary District Agriculturist 

Guest speaker at the Lions Club 
dinner meeting in the Imperial 
Hotel Monday evening was C. 
Graham Anderson, District Agri¬ 
culturist of Calgary, formerly of 
Claresholm. 

Speaking on the subject “Man¬ 
churia and Its Relation to Western 
Canadian Agriculture,” Mr. Ander¬ 
son not only .gave his listeners an 
insight into the agricultural econ¬ 
omy of the Chinese province, but 
traced the influence of the Jap¬ 
anese occupation before and during 
the war, and, since the end of 
hostilities, .of the Russians. 

He compared the climatic and 
soil conditions of Manchuria to 
those of Alberta, stating that the 
plains of this oldest province In 
China and the steppes of Siberia 
were the only other places in the 
world where No. 1 hard wheat, 
such as is produced on the Cana¬ 
dian prairies, can he grown. With 
the Japanese occupation of Man¬ 
churia in the 1930’s the economy 
of the province was gradually 
shifted to the growing of soya 
beans, which were of greater value 
to the Japanese in their war effort, 
with millet taking a secondary 
place. Some 743 varieties of soya 
beans were grown in Manchuria, 
and Mr. Anderson outlined many 
of the uses to which this plant 
was put by the Japanese. 

Impressing upon his listeners 
the value of the soya bean, not 
onlv as a source of protein-rich 
food and 'edible oil, but as raw 
material for plastics, Mr. Ander¬ 
son stated that in the recent war 
Germany had depended upon this 
plant of a thousand uses to a very 
great extent and had devoted 
thousands of acres of land in Ger¬ 
many and Austria to the growing 
of soya beans. The speaker touched 
also on the extensive use now being 
' made of soya beans in the States. 

The soya plant restores nitrogen 
to thb soil and the time is coming 
when the growing of it or some 
other similar legume will become 
necessary in Alberta if fertility 
is to be restored to the soil. The 


search is underway for a variety 
of soya suitable to Alberta and, 
although tests are not yet com¬ 
pleted, it is believed that such a 
variety has been found, concluded 
the speaker. 

Value of Sports 

Another guest of the Lions Mon¬ 
day evening was Gordon Higgin¬ 
son, coach of the Edmonton Polar 
Bears track and field team. Mr. 
Higginson urged the Lions to keep 
up their good work in helping 
provide sports facilities for the 
young people of town, emphasizing 
the great part that recreational 
sports can play in developing 
young people into fine citizens.

E. B. Martin, Extension Agri¬ 
cultural Engineer for the Albena 
Department' of Agriculture says 
that few Alberta farmers who 
have electricity available make full 
use of it—in spite of the fact that 
the more kilowatt hours used the 
lass it costs for each kilowatt hour 
of energy. 

The number of ways in whicn 
electricity can be used on the farm 
is almost unbelievable. Mr. Martin 
estimates that of the 300 or. so 
that are listed from time to time, 
75 can be put to practical use on 
the average farm in this province. 
They will pay for themselves again 
and again in time and labour sav¬ 
ed. At a cost of $600 for installa¬ 
tion and another $600 for equip¬ 
ment, an average farm electrifica¬ 
tion unit represents an investment 
of $1200. That $1200 investment 
should be used to the fullest extent 
economically possible. 

Mr. Martin cites as an example 
the case of two neighbors, botn 
with the same source of power. 
One of. them uses his electricity 
merely for lights in the house. He 
consumes, say, 20 kilowatt hours 
in an average month at the mini¬ 
mum cojst of $5.50. His neighbour, 
who has an electric motor on trie 
pump, a pig brooder, a hot plate, 
a quarter horse-power portable on 
the fanning mill and bench grind¬ 
stone, (as well as lights in the

Reconstruction Minister Howe 
says Canada has the biggest heavy 
water atomic energy pile in the 
world operating at Chalk River, 
Ontario. 

He says this major Canadian 
atomic oven was twice as big as 
the low energy pile which Britain 
brought into operation last-month. 

He said that Canadian store is 
producing radio-active isotopes in 
quantity and this would be released 
to'open a new field of medical re¬ 
search. 

One use is as tracear elements 
for studying disease. The isotopes 
can be injected into the human 
blood stream and followed through 
the boiTy with detectors. This 
might lead to detection and cure of 
cancer, because once it strikes a 
cancer it centres there, serving as 
a warning. 

Mr. Howe said that the isotopes 
‘«au}uno uSiojoj oj p[os aq pjnoM 
ami Canada would be in that mar 
ket at woild prices. Some isotopes 
have lifetime of a day, and some 
ten days. 

Scientists are working on meth¬ 
ods of transforming the energy 
of the atomic pile at Chalk river 
into industrial uses. 

A similar announcement of re¬ 
lease of such material to the medi¬ 
cal world has been made in United 
States.

Sir John Buzzard-Chlmondelay,

My "dear t’ad:- 

When last I wrote you I was 
tunning the Black Cobra distillery 
full blast in conjunction with my 
friend Courtenay. Since then I 
have sold out and am at present 
worth $50,000. As a result of my 
present wealth I am resolved to re¬ 
turn on a visit to my ancestral 
home in England, with honors 
thick upon me. With this laudable 
aim, I intend later to enter the Do¬ 
rn inio of Canada parliament on 
the prohibition ticket. Money be¬ 
ing plentiful my chances ar£ excel¬ 
lent. 

As soon as the committees of the 
two great parties learned that I 
was willing o spend $20,000 on get¬ 
ting elected, they waited upon me 
with tears in their eyes. I would 
have none of them.

Soviet Arctic 


Dealing with agriculture in the 
Soviet Union, Agr.culture Abroad, 
issued by the Economics Division 
Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Ottawa, says in part with 
reference to the northern regions 
that farming in the Arctic Circle 
has about outgrown its experi¬ 
mental stage which began in the 
early 30’s. Northern Russia and 
Siberia with its 4,000 miles of 
shoreline facing the Arctic Ocean 
from Murmansk in the west to 
Anadyrsk in the east, and extend¬ 
ing southward in depth of one to 
two thousand miles, bears much 
similarity to Canada’s Northwest 
Territories.
